The Art of the Saints

| their country, decided to give up their worldly career 
Ai and serve the great King of heaven and earth. They 
entered a monastery and began seriously a life of abne- 
gation. But the conflict with the enemies of their souls 
proved more difficult than the warfare on their country’s battlefield. 
The elder of the three was very fervent and always seemed radiantly 
joyful. He was one day accosted by his two young friends: “Tell 
us the secret of your unfailing cheerfulness. You are always so happy 
and joyous, whereas we are so sad and slothful in the service of God.” 

“T shall tell you,” replied the fervent monk. “When I first came 
to the monastery, my teacher and guide placed at my disposal three 
books. In them I read every day with the greatest profit and edification. 

“The first book is black. It shows me my sins and my sin-stained 
conscience. It likewise shows the deceit and inconstancy of the world, 
and, finally, the punishment of hell. In this book I read daily with 
deep contrition for my sins. 

“The second book is red, and shows me the sorrows of my Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ who suffered so much for love of me. In 
His bitter Passion I read both His sufferings and His love. 

“The third book is of gold — pure gold, and unfolds the joy, 
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the beauty, the glory of heaven. The contemplation of the bliss of 
heaven is like sunshine to my soul. Its radiant splendor brightens 
every sacrifice and I walk with joy on the thorny path of mortification, 
looking forward to the moment when I shall be received by the eternal 
King into His glorious country.” 


In Possession of Their Eternal Crown 


The two great family feasts of the Catholic Church, All Saints 
and All Souls, are serious anniversaries. They are kept in memory 
of the departed, but they also have a deep signification for all living 
Christians. First of all, they should remind us of the noble race of 
our ancestors, brothers and sisters in Christ, who have gone before 
us into the other world and have received their eternal crown. 

On the feast of All Saints, Holy Church permits us, with the aid 
of the revelations of St. John, to look into the realms of the blessed, 
where abide persons of every age, of every rank and of every century. 
The saints and the blessed have gone through the same journey of life 
as we, have made use of the same means to reach their heavenly 
goal which they now joyfully possess — forever blessed! Consoling 
and salutary for us is today’s glance into eternity. 

The saints were persons like we, with the same weaknesses and 
inclinations to sin, only they became God-favored artists, — skilled 
workmen. Their skill did not consist in being called to holiness, in 
being predestined, but in their grasping firmly the means to attain 
sanctity and plying these instruments of perfection. With the grace 
of God, the saints understood that this earthly life is but a pilgrimage, 
a period of preparation for the life to come. The saints firmly and 
resolutely fought on the battlefield against the world, the flesh and 
the devil, and they have won the victory. 

We, too, may learn the art of the saints. We, too, can become 
holy. — The prescription? The great Doctor of Nazareth has given 
it to us after having tried it out Himself in His earthly life. His 
directions are: “Pray and labor,’ — pray unceasingly and work in 
the sweat of your brow. The saints have followed in the footsteps 
of the Divine Savior; He has gone before, calling out: “I am the 
way” (John xiv. 6), “I am the door. By Me, if any man enter in, 
he shall be saved” (John x. 9). “Learn of Me” (Matt. xi. 29), etc. 
Only through the imitation of Christ and our Savior’s mercy have 
the saints become saints. 

Our illustrious ancestors made use of their short life on earth 
to merit eternal glory. .That this cannot be done without sacrifice 
and exertion everyone knows who has ever tried to take the first steps 
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in the imitation of Christ. Life is, therefore, the school in which we 
are to learn the art of the saints by studying these three books: the 
malice of sin, our Savior’s love which He proved in His Passion, and 
the glorious reward awaiting the faithful in heaven. 


In the Art School of Sanctity 


If one wishes to obtain a position in the world, he must learn 
many things beforehand; must go through elementary school and 
high-school; must take examinations and exert himself for many years. 
All this is but a preparation for work during the short and uncertain 
period of life. Ah, how many foolish people, on account of their 
anxiety for material progress, think not of eternal life! Not so the 
saints. They had the gift of wisdom and prudently considered what 
might further them on their way to their eternal goal. 

A ready will to do all that our Lord desires of us is the pre- 
liminary condition for entrance into the art school of sanctity. The 
saints esteemed this virtue highly and all their strivings were directed 
toward the attainment of this readiness to do good. As a consequence, 
they most zealously utilized the means of grace and salvation which 
are at the disposal of Catholics in abundant measure: Prayer and the 
Sacraments. There is no saint in heaven who on earth was not a 
friend of prayer. Prayer is the bond which unites the creature with 
his Creator. We cannot make use of it too frequently, so that this 
bond may ever grow stronger and in dangers keep us above the abyss. 

The art of the saints consisted not only in positive work, but it 
was at times a negative task at which they plied their skill. We read 
in the lives of the saints that they had to suffer much. Not infre- 
quently the Master Himself came into the earthly workshop of these 
artists, took every tool from their hands and shaped the willing souls 
according to His own good pleasure. It was then the saints made 
the greatest progress in their art when the Lord led them into the 
high-school of suffering. Loving, suffering, they daily offered them- 
selves as holocausts to the will of the Almighty. For their few short 
years of fidelity they are now inebriated with celestial joy. 

The longing with which we look up to the saints today should 
spur us on to a mighty resolution: We can, shall and will learn the 
art of the saints. We have the same call to sanctity, the same means 
of grace, the same sublime model: our Divine Savior. Heaven is 
open to all of us. May we, too, hear one day the thrilling invitation: 
“Well done, good and faithful servant... enter thou into the jov 
of thy Lord” (Matt. xxv. 21).

areas UR dear Lord one day illustrated to His disciples by a 
(ey consoling example the efficacy of continued fervor in 
AOS, prayer. A man went to a friend’s house at midnight, 
wr) begging him for three loaves of bread: “A friend of mine 
has come off his journey to me,” he said, “and I have 
not what to set before him” (Luke xi. 6). We may easily understand 
the inopportuneness of this petition at midnight! “Trouble me not, 
the door is now shut, and my children are with me in bed, I cannot 
rise and give thee” (Luke xi. 7), came the answer to this importunate 
request. But the man did not leave. On the contrary, he continued 
knocking longer and louder, and because of his insistent demand, the 
friend arose from his couch and gave him all that he asked. 
Friend, lend me three loaves. Our friends, too, who are detained 
in the prison of purgatory, address to us these words. They need 
help far more urgently than did the petitioner in the Gospel. They 
call out to us from the midnight of their prison of pain; they call 
us their friends and ask us to lend them three loaves of bread. Let 
us contemplate this petition addressed to us by the suffering souls. 


“Friend!” 


Friend! they call out. We are related to them both corporally 
and spiritually. We and they are members of one Church which will 
exist to the end of the world in a triple state, namely: the Church 
Militant on earth, the Church Suffering in purgatory, and the Church 
Triumphant in heaven. By reason of this triple relationship, we believe 
there is a place called purgatory where those who have died in slight 
sin or imperfection are detained and must suffer until they have fully 
satisfied the justice of God. 
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If anyone has departed this life, knowing the difference between 
virtue and vice, he cannot approach the Deity until he has paid the 
last farthing. “Woe to us,” says St. Bernard, “if the days of our life 
be fulfilled and our penance unfulfilled, for then must we of necessity 
be purged by fire, than which nothing more bitter can be conceived 
of in this life.” We hear some people say that it matters not how 
long they be detained in purgatory, just so they come to heaven at 
last, or, that they have no thought of the punishment hereafter. Let 
such read these words of a pious servant of God: “Thou who darest 
not thrust even one finger into the flame, it behooves thee to see if 
thou canst even for a short time endure this fire.” 

Holy Scripture and the doctors of the Church teach that there is a 
purgatory.- Reason also tells us there is a purgatory. Those who have 
not committed mortal sin or have not died in mortal sin, but who, 
nevertheless, are not free from imperfection: where will they go? To 
heaven? Impossible, for nothing defiled can enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. Will they go to hell? By no means, for it would be 
contrary to the justice of God to condemn men for all eternity for 
venial offenses. Hence there must be a place where souls are purified, 
after which they are admitted into the kingdom of heaven. We 
should assist those souls to reach the heavenly paradise where we 
wish one day to be united with them for all eternity. Indeed, if we 
take no interest in the suffering souls we can conclude we have no 
solicitude for our own eternal welfare. 

Consider the members of our body —the sympathy one has for 
the other; how willingly they assist one another whenever necessary. 
For instance, if the hand is wounded, is it not the eye that carefully 
looks at the wound; is it not the tongue that asks for help; the feet 
that move to attain the remedies; the other hand that applies the 
remedy? Now, all living on earth, those suffering in purgatory, and 
those triumphant in glory in heaven, are members of one body. 
Therefore, a mutual sympathy and love should unite them, 

Furthermore, they cry to us Friend because we are also related 
to them corporally; because we have human nature in common with 
them, and, like them, are descendants of the first human parents, 
Adam and Eve. There is, however, a still closer relationship between 
us and the suffering souls in purgatory. Many of us have, perhaps, 
lost by death a father or mother, or both, or other relatives; many 
of us have lost friends. Maybe their departed souls do not yet enjoy 
the Beatific Vision of God. Perhaps many are suffering because of 
faults committed on our account. Let us listen to their cry: “Have 
pity on me, have pity on me, at least you my friends” (Job. xix. 21). 
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“Lend Me” 


The second word is “Lend me.” They cry out to us, “Lend,” 
not give. The suffering souls in purgatory ask no help of us with- 
out repayment, but only to lend them help. What we do for them 
is, as it were, capital that will be returned to us with interest. The 
suffering souls, even while in purgatory, intercede with God for us 
and obtain many benefits for us. 

St. Catherine of Bologna testifies that she obtained many benefits 
from the suffering souls, even such as she could not obtain through 
the intercession of the saints in heaven.” 

“Friend, lend me three loaves.” — 


The First ‘‘Loaf’? — The Holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
At the Council of Trent, Holy Church declared definitely that 


the most effectual aid is given to the souls in purgatory by the Sacri- 
fice of the Mass. A devout servant of God says most beautifully: 
“The Sacrifice of the Mass is far more pleasing to God than if we 
offered Him thousands of worlds of seraphim.” The holy doctors 
St. Gregory and St. Jerome say that the souls for whom a Holy Mass 
is being offered, and those for whom the priest makes a memento, 
experience no pain during the time of the Sacrifice. 

Great refreshment is given to the suffering souls if, after the 
Consecration, the Precious Blood in the chalice is offered up for them. 
By having Masses said for the poor souls, we can obtain marvelous 
graces. Numberless persons have been aided in their necessities by 
this means. To assist at Mass for the poor souls is likewise a source 
of many graces. 

It is related in the life of the holy Capuchin, Fidelis of Sig- 
maringen, that a deceased convert often appeared to one of her rela- 
tives by whom she had been instructed in the Catholic religion, and 
sadly complained of the pains by which she was tormented in pur- 
gatory. St. Fidelis, learning this, promised to take the deliverance 
cf the departed upon himself. Thenceforth the above mentioned 
person was no longer troubled by the deceased; instead, her lamen- 
tations were heard every night in the Capuchin monastery. St. Fidelis 
then commanded all the priests of his monastery to say Holy Mass 
every day for the repose of this soul until she should give a certain 
sign of her deliverance. No sooner had the Holy Masses been offered 
on the first day after this command was given, than the deceased 
appeared, resplendent, and said: “Now I am released and can enter 
heaven; there I shall pray unceasingly for my benefactors.” 
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The Second “Loaf” — Daily Prayer 

The second loaf which we should offer to the dear departed is 
daily prayer. “It is a holy and wholesome thought to pray for the 
dead” (2 Mach. xii. 46). Let us daily ask and beg our dear Lord 
in the Blessed Sacrament to be merciful to the holy souls. Let us 
offer our Holy Communions for them; make the “Way of the Cross,” 
to which are attached innumerable indulgences; pray the holy rosary 
for them, and recite indulgenced ejaculatory prayers for their de- 
liverance. 

According to the Venerable Blosius, a poor soul from purgatory 
appeared to a pious servant of God and complained to him of her 
suffering. She made known that she was being punished by a con- 
suming fire because of the great tepidity and want of preparation 
with which she had received Holy Communion. “Thou wert my friend 
during life,” she exclaimed; “I beg of thee to remain my friend now. 
Receive Holy Communion for me once, with great reverence and 
devotion. I trust this may suffice for my deliverance and serve to 
atone for my former tepidity and coldness.” The servant of God 
fulfilled this wish. Behold, the departed appeared to him in inde- 
scribable beauty, enveloped in radiant splendor. Filled with pro- 
foundest gratitude, she joyfully exclaimed: “At length I shall see 
the face of my adorable Savior. Eternal thanks be to thee, my dear 
friend, for the graces of thy Holy Communion offered for me.” 

Not in vain does St. Bonaventure say: “Love should urge you 
to receive Holy Communion, for nothing is more efficacious for the 
deliverance of the poor souls from purgatory.” 

The gaining of indulgences for the departed likewise renders 
them exceedingly great assistance or obtains their release. On one 
occasion St. Mary Magdalen de Pazzi and the sisters of her community 
were wonderfully strengthened and encouraged in their zeal in gaining 
indulgences for the poor souls. Soon after the death of one of her 
religious, St. Mary Magdalen offered all the indulgences she could 
gain, for the benefit of the departed. Then she went to the church 
to look once more at the remains of her beloved sister. Scarcely had 
she arrived at the railing of the choir when she beheld the soul of 
the departed nun ascending to heaven. Ravished with joy, St. Mary 
Magdalen de Pazzi cried out: “Farewell, dear sister! Farewell, happy 
soul! Your body has not yet been laid in the grave and you are 
already entering heaven!” 

So great is the power of indulgences! According to the revela- 
tions of our Lord to St. Mary Magdalen de Pazzi, the benefits of the 
indulgences gained were granted to this religious after only fifteen 
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hours in purgatory because during life she had been very zealous 
in gaining indulgences for the poor souls. 


The Third ‘Loaf’? — Alms 


The third loaf is alms — spiritual and corporal works of mercy. 
The holy souls can be helped by works of mortification which can 
be offered for them. Scarcely any charitable work is more highly 
extolled in holy Scripture or more earnestly recommended than the 
giving of alms. We read in Ecclesiasticus (iii. 33) : “Water quencheth 
a flaming fire, and alms resisteth sins” — that is, the punishment still 
due to sin. Another passage says: “Stretch out thy hand to the poor, 
that thy expiation and thy blessing may be perfected” (vii. 36), 
whereby the Holy Ghost means to intimate that without almsgiving 
there is no perfect expiation. St. Thomas, therefore, does not hesitate 
to attribute more expiatory power to almsgiving than to prayer. Many 
departed souls have petitioned those to whom they have appeared, to 
give alms in their behalf. At all times, devout persons have been 
solicitous to give abundant alms for the consolation of the poor souls. 
St. Ambrose, in his sermons, recommended alms-giving for the souls 
in purgatory. 

A poor soul once appeared to St. Margaret of Cortona and said: 
“Oh, if men knew from what torments they deliver the suffering souls 
when they are generous to those in need, and what a treasure they 
thereby lay up for themselves, they would distribute all they possess 
to those in need.” 

Oh, let us turn an attentive ear and a compassionate heart toward 
those holy souls, who cry out: “Friend, lend me three loaves!” Oh, 
let us present them with the gifts arising from the Adorable Sacrifice, 
from Holy Communion, from fervent prayer and indulgences, and 
from our spiritual and corporal works of mercy on their behalf!

j URING this year of 1929 the whole Benedictine Order is 
4 celebrating the fourteen hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of Monte Cassino, the cradle of the Benedictine 
Order. At the same time, the parish of Eisleben in Saxony 
is commemorating the seven hundredth jubilee of the 
foundation of the Convent of Helfta, where St. Gertrude the Great 
once lived, worked and died. On Holy Thursday of the year 1229, the 
Convent was commenced, and on the Feast of SS. Peter and Paul of 
the same year, seven nuns from the Convent of St. Burchardus in 
Halberstadt commenced their life at Helfta. All that could aid sanctity 
or favor contemplation and learning was to be found in this hallowed 
spot. 

In 1262, Helfta opened its portals to receive a child, Gertrude, 
who was to become its brightest glory. This gentle saint whose birth- 
place, parentage and ancestry have remained shrouded in obscurity, 
became in the bloom of her youth, the loving confidante of the Divine 
Master. The characteristic of St. Gertrude’s piety is her devotion to 
the Sacred Heart, the symbol of that immense love which urged the 
Word to take flesh, to institute the Holy Eucharist, to take on Himself 
our sins, and, dying on the Cross, to offer Himself to the Eternal 
Father as a victim and sacrifice. 

Holy Church likewise praises St. Gertrude for her zeal for the 
deliverance of the souls in purgatory. In the Office we read: “By daily 
prayer and good works, Gertrude helped the souls detained in the 
flames of expiation.” The revelations with which our saint was favored 
with regard to purgatory, are of peculiar interest. They teach us 
plainly the faults for which we are most likely to suffer, at the same 
time impressing upon us the necessity of avoiding what will be pun- 
ished rigorously by the just Judge. They show us likewise the deep 
tenderness of the Heart of Jesus toward our suffering brethren; thus 
assuring us how acceptable to Him will be our efforts to assist those 
who cannot assist themselves.

‘“‘Weep Not!”’ 


T is All Souls’ Day —a day of mourning and grief. At 
no other time of the year is there so much weeping as 
on this day. And as we seek for consolation, the touch- 





ing instance of our Savior’s sympathy for the sorrowing 
comes to our mind. The recollection sweetens our grief. 
When our Lord, on entering the city of Naim, met the funeral pro- 
cession and beheld the poor widow piteously lamenting her only son 
as she walked behind the bier, He said: “Weep not!” These words 
might be whispered to many a Christian today, who, standing at a 
loved one’s tomb, sheds many a silent, bitter tear. 

“Weep not,” might also be whispered to you, dear father or 
mother, — to you, dutiful son or daughter; “Weep not,” or rather, 
“Weep, if you must, but remain steadfast in the hope: there is a 
resurrection and we shall see our dear ones again!” Remain firm 
in this hope, but likewise be comforted by the teaching of Holy Church 
which assures us that our prayers and sacrifices can bring relief or 
release to our beloved departed ones, should they still be numbered 
among the “Church Suffering” in purgatory. 

Untold consolation is afforded the suffering souls through sup- 
plication in their behalf before the Most Blessed Sacrament. 
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Benefits in which the Departed Souls and 
Living Members Participate 


1. The Benedictine Sisters pray day and night without intermis- 
sion before the Most Blessed Sacrament exposed. Two to four Sisters 
kneel before the altar in Adoration, praying continually before our 
Lord exposed on His Throne of love. These are called the “official” 
adorers. Besides those who thus kneel in adoration in the name of the 
whole community, each Sister to whom no “official” hour has been 
assigned, daily keeps an hour of Adoration privately before the Most 
Blessed Sacrament for the departed souls that have been recommended 
to the prayers of the Community. 

2. All the Sisters receive and offer daily Holy Communion for 
these souls. 

3. Every day one or more Holy Masses are said for the repose of 
these same suffering souls, and many thousands of Masses are heard 
by the Sisters according to this intention during the year. 

4. The Sisters, about two hundred in number, at Clyde and its 
branch houses, daily offer their good works for the consolation and 
release of these departed souls. 

5. Besides having the names of the departed inscribed, living 
persons may be enrolled and likewise share in all the Holy Masses, 
Communions, prayers and good works heretofore mentioned, that they 
may thereby obtain the grace of final perseverance, of worthily re- 
ceiving the last Sacraments and of dying a happy death. 

6. Thus everyone may secure for himself the benefits of unceasing 
prayers of numerous adorers who have consecrated themselves to the 
perpetual adoration of the Blessed Sacrament. For many it will be a 
source of great consolation to know that uninterrupted prayer rises to 
the throne of God for their departed parents or children, their friends 
or relatives; to know that souls consecrated to God pray for the most 
important of all graces — to die in the friendship of God. 

7. Both the living and departed participate in the Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament which each day is given solemnly. 

8. To be admitted, the only thing required is that the name be 
registered and an alms of at least $1.00 for each person be given but 
once for the maintenance of the house of God. 

This perpetual Adoration was established in the Benedictine Con- 
vent at Clyde, Missouri in 1875 and the Association received the appro- 
bation of the Rt. Rev. Bishop of St. Joseph in the year 1879.

silent meditation. The just of this earth reign in the obscurity of 
their hidden prayer. The most exalted Queen of Saints accomplished 
more by the hidden mysteries of her life than men, falsely acclaimed 
great, who would build up the history of the world by their spectacular 
deeds. 

“Hearken, O daughter, and see, and incline thine ear: and forget 
thy people and thy father’s house. And the King shall greatly desire 
thy beauty” (Ps. xliv. 11, 12). Thus sang the expectant Church on 
the summit of Mount Moriah, thereby enumerating the gifts of the 
daughters of Tyre. Here her enlightened gaze penetrates the future, 
and she adds: “After her shall virgins be brought to the King... 
They shall be brought with gladness and rejoicing: they shall be 
brought into the temple of the King” (Ps. xliv. 15, 16). 

Today this King, who is the Almighty and hailed as “beautiful 
above the sons of men,” through the lovely child who at this hour 
ascends the steps of the temple, takes possession thereof; for the child 
who today is received into the temple is His throne. Already the 
angels greet her as their Queen and salute her in the name of all 
those future daughters of the King who shall preserve their offering 
for the Bridegroom with myrrh and incense — that is, with prayer 
and mortification — and who shall form the glory of His heavenly 
court. 

But the Church reveals to us the Presentation of Mary in still 
other aspects. In the cycle of the feasts of the Church, the season 
of Advent, so near at hand, is best introduced by the mystery of the 
sojourn of Mary in the sanctuary of the Old Law. Mary was led 
to the temple in order to prepare herself in solitude, in humility and 
love, for her sublime calling. It was here, too, on the steps of the 
figurative altar, that she was to perfect the prayer of mankind which 
had been too feeble to cause the clouds to “rain down the Savior.” 
“She was,” says St. Bernardine of Siena, “the blissful coronation of 
all expectation and prayer for the coming of the Son of Man.” 

Mary was so exalted in sanctity that the world was no longer 
worthy to possess her. God, notwithstanding her youth, called her 
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The Presentation of the Blessed Virgin Mary in the Temple 
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into His temple where she consecrated herself to Him forever. God 
accepted her offering in order that Mary might one day be willing 
to accept His offering. God gave her His temple as a retreat, that 
she might one day give Him her virginal bosom for His dwelling. 
Oh, the temple of God and the solitude of Mary! God and Mary! 
In the sanctuary of the Most High, the child Mary longed, craved, 
sighed for the coming of the Messiah. Can we doubt that when the 
shadows of night wrapped the keepers of the temple in slumber, this 
child of predilection would rise, kneel in her little cell and give vent 
to the ardent longing of her virgin heart? “Veni! Veni! Veni!” she 
would plead, with hands outstretched, with gaze directed heavenward, 
with heart and mind imploring the advent of the Savior. So vehement 
was the longing of her Lmmaculate Heart that she was to draw down 
to herself the Word of God. The Divinity would descend to her 
humanity; her humanity would veil the Divinity, and the Divinity 
of the Incarnate Word would veil her humanity. 

Through her wonderful knowledge of Holy Scripture, through 
her exact observance of the teaching and precepts of the Mosaic 
ceremonial laws, Mary everywhere found and venerated the Messiah, 
even in the written characters. Every sacrifice which she saw offered 
she united with Him and offered to Him. Thus she rendered to the 
God of Mount Sinai the honor for which the Most High had until 
now waited in vain. 

How much better did this all-embracing ark of the covenant make 
atonement than that of the Jews which disappeared with the old 
temple. Without knowing it, Herod, the pagan, undertook the re- 
establishment of the second temple which, since the time of Zorobabel, 
had remained almost desolate and vacant. Then the temple, as well 
as the tabernacle which replaced it, became a refuge for the true 
ark of the covenant, Mary, destined to encompass God Himself. The 
presence of Mary, the reality, the living ark of the covenant which 
was to shelter. God, was for the second temple a greater glory than 
it was for the first temple to guard the symbol.

<q F old, the Lord announced to King Ezechias by the mouth 
of the prophet Isaias that He would protect Jerusalem 
against the Assyrians for his own sake and for David, 
His servant’s sake (4 Kings xix. 34). The Israelites 
frequently entreated the Almighty to hear their prayers 
for the sake of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. It is in this sense that 
the Church refers to the memory of the Blessed Virgin Mary and the 
other saints of the New Law to render God more propitious to her 





supplications. 

Having remembered the manifold needs of the Church Militant 
through the “Commemoration of the Living,” we now raise our eyes 
to the Church Triumphant with which we are united in the Commun- 
ion of Saints: — 

In communion with, and honoring the memory, first of the 
glorious, ever Virgin Mary, Mother of our God and Lord Jesus Christ; 
as also of Thy blessed Apostles and Martyrs, Peter and Paul, Andrew, 
James, John, Thomas, James, Philip, Bartholomew, Matthew, Simon 
and Thaddeus; Linus, Cletus, Clement, Xystus, Cornelius, Cyprian, 
Lawrence, Chrysogonus, John and Paul, Cosmas and Damian, and all 
Thy saints; by whose merits and prayers grant that we may in all 
things be defended by the aid of Thy protection. Through the same 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

(On a number of the high festivals of the year, mention of the 
mystery commemorated is interwoven in this prayer.) 

The fact that in this commemoration mention is made only of 
the apostles and martyrs and not of confessors indicates that the 
Canon was introduced prior to the fourth century when martyrs only, 
and not yet confessors, were honored as saints. 

The prayers of the holy Catholic Church and the faithful are 
strengthened by the intercession of the holy Mother of God and all 
the elect. The priest turns first to the Blessed Virgin Mary, for she 
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brought forth our Divine Savior, who will soon be present under 
the appearances of bread and wine. She is above all saints and 
angels because of her merits, her graces, her prerogatives and her 
exalted glory in heaven as the Mother of the only-begotten Son of 
God. Oh, how the heart of the devout Catholic thrills at the invo- 
cation of the Queen of Heaven, who is our Mother, by so many 
beautiful titles in the Holy Sacrifice! She was beside our Savior 
at His bloody sacrifice on the Cross; she offered herself up with 
Him for us; hence her name is inseparable from the Holy Sacrifice. 

At the name “Maria” the priest inclines his head to the Missal, 
and at “Jesu Christi,” to the Crucifix. 

The priest then mentions by name the eleven faithful apostles 
who were with our Lord at the Last Supper, the pillars of the Church, 
the fathers of our faith, and as a twelfth adds the holy apostle Paul, 
whose name is always associated with that of St. Peter in the liturgy 
of the Church. To the apostles are united twelve from amongst the 
most illustrious martyrs who watered the foundation of the Church 
with their blood. Linus, Cletus and Clement were fellow-laborers with 
St. Peter in preaching the Gospel in Rome, and all three severally 
became his successors in the pontifical chair. Xystus and Cornelius 
also were popes; the former was martyred about A. D. 129; the latter 
in the year 252. Cyprian was the celebrated bishop and martyr of 
Carthage. Lawrence (** Aug. 10, 258) was deacon to Pope Xystus 
II. Chrysogonus was an illustrious Roman, martyred at Aquileia under 
Diocletian and buried in Rome. John and Paul were brothers who, 
rather than worship marble gods and idols, underwent a cruel death 
by order of Emperor Julian the Apostate. Cosmas and Damian were 
physicians who, for the love of God and their neighbor, exercised 
their profession gratis. 

It is to this throng of the blessed that Holy Church directs her 
invocation before the solemn moment of the Consecration. The Lamb 
of God is about to be immolated upon the altar, and we are bidden 
to raise our eyes to those who surround the throne of the Lamb in 
heaven. The twelve apostles are the twelve corner-stones of the heav- 
enly Jerusalem, and the twelve martyrs represent twelve thousand from 
the twelve tribes of Israel —the hundred and forty-four thousand 
signed, as St. John describes in the Apocalypse. 

This glorious choir of apostles and martyrs whom we invoke with 
the Blessed Virgin Mary were once wayfarers on this earth, but now 
joyously wave their palms round the throne of the King of martyrs, 
the Divine Lamb. They know our needs and are interested in our 
welfare. As children of the same family, we form with them the 
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communion of the kingdom of Jesus Christ. Owing to God’s goodness, 
there exists between them and us a constant intercourse, a mutual 
giving and receiving. Prayers, good works and sufferings, — in fact 
all fruits of grace, are common possessions from which every one 
draws and to which every one contributes his share. During the 
Adorable Sacrifice, as we draw closer to the Most High, we realize 
our unworthiness, and we then appreciate more fully what a great 
blessing it is to belong to such a glorious communion — to be “fellow- 
citizens with the saints and domestics of God” (Ephes. 11. 19). 





To Jesus Every Day 





The Practice and Teaching of the Saints 


MlLL the saints have been most devoted to Jesus in the 
|) Blessed Sacrament, the center of Catholic worship, and 
have visited and received our Eucharistic Lord as fre- 





quently as possible. St. Ignatius of Antioch, who lived 
in the first century of the Christian era, wrote to the 
Ephesians: “Take care to approach frequently the Most Holy Eucha- 
rist for the glory of God; because if you go frequently the forces 
of Satan are destroyed and the darts with which he goads you to 
sin fall without effect. Take care to receive the Most Holy Sacrament 
often, because It is a pledge of immortality and the antidote which 
makes you live in God through Jesus Christ; in fine, It is a remedy 
which puts far from us all evils” (Epist. ad Eph. xiii, 20). 

St. Basil, in a letter to the noble Lady Czsaria, wrote thus of the 
faithful in Caesarea: “We communicate four times a week — on Sun- 
day, Wednesday, Friday and Saturday — and also on the other days 
on which the feast of a saint is celebrated. But in Alexandria, and 
in Egypt also, many of the faithful have in their homes the Most 
Holy Eucharist to communicate themselves when they wish.” (During 
the persecutions of the Christians, Holy Mother Church permitted the 
faithful to keep the Holy Eucharist in their homes in order that, in 
the danger of being arrested for their faith, they might receive Holy 
Communion and obtain strength to preserve themselves from apostasy.) 

In the fourth century, St. Ambrose, the great Bishop of Milan 
and a doctor of the Church, wrote: “ Observe, that every time the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass is offered, it represents the death, the resurrection 
and the ascension of our Lord, and effects at the same time the remis- 
sion of our venial sins. If this be true, why neglect to receive the 
Bread of Life every day? He who is sick seeks a remedy. Our

malady is the inclination to sin; the remedy is the Most Holy Sacra- 
ment. ‘Give us this day our daily bread.’ If you receive It every 
day, every day is this day for you.” And again: “I sin every day, 
venially; therefore, every day I have need of a remedy.” 

This Heavenly Bread is a remedy against mortal sin; — not like 
the sacrament of penance, which is a means of cancelling it, but a 
remedy preserving from mortal sin and remitting venial sin. 

St. Augustine, according to the Roman catechism, said: “Live 
in such a way as to be able to communicate every day.” And again: 
“You sin every day, venially; therefore communicate every day.” 

St. Peter Damian wrote to a young nephew: “If you wish to 
banish the devil from your heart, seek to unite yourself every day 
with the Body and Blood of the Lord. Let the tempter see your lips 
purpled with the Blood of Christ, and, dismayed by It, he will depart 
quickly to his dark abode.” 

In conclusion, let us quote what St. Francis de Sales wrote in his 
“Introduction to a Devout Life.” “If the people of the world ask 
you why you communicate so frequently, tell them that it is to learn 
to love God, to purify yourself from your imperfections, to free your- 
self from your miseries, to console yourself in your afflictions, to 
strengthen yourself in your weaknesses. Tell them that two kinds 
of persons ought to communicate frequently: the perfect, because, 
being well-disposed, they would become evil if they did not go to 
the source and fountain of perfection; and the imperfect, in order 
to learn perfection: the strong, so as not to become weak; and the 
weak, in order to make themselves strong: the sick, to be cured; 
and the well, so as not to become ill.” 

The saints earnestly recommend to us what they have practiced 
in order to arrive at sanctity. Let us therefore practice their maxims; 
let us follow their example; let us go to Jesus every day. 


Example of the Three Authors 


One Sunday a gentleman went to the Cathedral of St. Mark in 
Florence to hear Holy Mass. He had been there but a few moments 
when three elderly men entered, two of whom were blind and were 
being led by the hand. The three of them went to a side chapel 
dedicated to St. Anthony, where, with recollection and profound piety, 
they assisted at the Mass which was celebrated at that altar. The 
gentleman in question observed them closely because he had recog- 
nized in them three men of renowned literary genius. 

When Holy Mass was over, he waited outside, as he wished to 
get another glimpse of them. One of his acquaintances who happened 
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to be passing at that moment cried out in derision: “What are you 
doing here? Can it be that you have been to hear Mass?”

Do 
you not recall how Ernest begged you, even in his last moments, to 
build a chureh for the poor workmen? ‘They will pray for you,’ he 
said, ‘and then you will surely return to God!’ You promised him, 
Edward, and now, on the eve of All Souls’, you resolve to erect this 
pagan monument for him! No, you dare not! It would be an open 
insult to the most kind God!” 

“Most kind! He took my only child and you call Him most kind 
and want me to build a church in His honor! If in a moment of 
weakness I half way promised, I now repent. Further, I wish to say, 
do not dare to go to the cemetery this evening to pray around there. 
Ernest is mine from now on and I don’t want to share him with any- 
one — no, neither with you nor with your kind God!”’ 

He had risen quickly, and in a few moments was outside on his 
way to his club. Overcome with grief, Mrs. P. retired to her room, 
where, sinking on her knees before a crucifix, she sobbed out her grief 
to our Savior. 

The wealthy gentleman was about to ascend the well-lighted steps 
of the club-house when he heard a timid voice behind him: ‘Please, 
Mr. P., please!’’ Turning, he saw two little children with pleading 
faces. ‘“‘What do you want?” he asked, sharply. ‘Please, sir, our 
mother was buried yesterday; father is sick in bed and cannot give 
us any money and we would so like to light a candle on mother’s grave 
and pray for her.”’ 

“Pray! Why pray!’’-he grumbled. “So that mother may soon 
enter heaven.’’ ‘What nonsense!’’ Nevertheless, he ungraciously 
handed a coin to the children before entering the club. 

An attendant obligingly took his hat and coat and brought him 
the usual refreshments. ‘‘Where is the rest of the bunch?’ he in- 
quired. ‘‘It must be a sort of a holiday, sir, for several of them said 
this morning they could not come this evening.”’ 
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“They could not come this evening! Well, that’s a nice state of 
affairs! First they don’t know when to stop making sport of this pious 
nonsense, and then they follow the crowd after all!’’ These ‘‘weak- 
lings’’ irritated him. He would rub it into them thoroughly at the first 
opportunity — these daring men of the ‘free movement.” 


A Providential Mistake 


It was only 5 P.M., but the time grew irksome. Taking his hat 
and coat, he went out and walked aimlessly up the street. 

“Do you wish to ride?” said a taxi driver, as he invitingly opened 
the door of his cab. — ‘‘Well, yes. . .’”’ — ‘‘Where to?’”’

— Did that stupid man actually bring me to the 
cemetery! His first impulse was to turn back. But no! Wait a 
moment! A thought struck him. He would convince himself whether 
his club friends were really there, and his wife — woe to her if in 
spite of his prohibition she had come to the cemetery to pray! 

The first person he encountered was Professor N. at the grave of 
one of his children. How he should have liked to accost him right 
there and throw his own words into his face: ‘“‘I went back into noth- 
ingness from whence I had come,’ but he could not —his wife was 
with him. To his utter astonishment, Mr. P. saw there in the cemetery 
all those persons who he thought shared his atheistic views on religion. 

In spite of his indignation, Mr. P. felt a crushing restlessness 
seize him. It seemed as if every tombstone called out to him: “I sank 
back into nothingness,’’ yet admonished reproachfully: ‘‘What if there 
should be a hereafter?”’ 

Suddenly his fury received a new impetus. Someone was kneeling 
at his son’s grave. Could it be his wife? He was about to hasten 
thither... No, it was not she... too small... there were two — two 
small children.

He had never been seen in a church. — For him, the unbeliever; for 
him who was false to his word, who had promised his dying son to 
build a church and was even now planning to erect a pagan monument 
with an accursed inscription...

“In the Cross is Salvation’’ 


] UR Divine Savior once said: “I, if I be lifted up from 
the earth, will draw all things to Myself,” and St. John 
the Evangelist adds, by way of explanation: “(Now this 
He said, signifying what death He should die)” (John 
xii. 32, 33). “Lifted up from earth,” that is, on the 
Cross, Christ began to spread His kingdom, to establish His dominion 
and to communicate to mankind the fruits of redemption. Previously 
He had said: “No man can come to Me, except the Father, who hath 
sent Me, draw him” (John vi. 44). Yes, our Redeemer announces

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that He will draw all men to Himself. As St. Augustine remarks: 
From the Cross our Divine Savior announces His teachings in an alto- 
gether different manner than before, by ascending His truest pulpit. 
the Cross. It was by His death on the Cross that Christ confirmed all 
His teachings. From the Cross He wishes to enlighten men. From the 
Cross He wishes to give to men those graces which are necessary for 
their salvation. On the Cross Christ begins His triumph in the con- 
quest of souls. Christ offers to all men the power of His truth and 
sacrificial love, by which He desires to draw all to Himself. 

However, man is left free to follow this attraction of grace, or 
to reject it. This freedom of will accounts for the different attitudes 
assumed by men towards the sufferings of Christ, and it caused St. 
Paul to write: “We preach Christ crucified, unto the Jews indeed a 
stumbling block, and unto the Gentiles foolishness: but unto them 
that are called, both Jews and Greeks, Christ the power of God, and 
the wisdom of God” (1 Cor. i. 23, 24). It is the Cross of Christ 
which decides the classes of men: those to whom the Crucified Savior 
is foolishness, those to whom He is a stumbling block, and those who 
glory in His Cross. To the latter the Cross of Christ becomes the 
power of God and the wisdom of God to such a degree that with the 
Apostle St. Paul they may exclaim: “God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the Cross of our Lord Jesus Christ” (Gal. vi. 14). 

“In the Cross is salvation,’ Holy Church teaches, in the words 
of the apostle. The Cross reveals eternal truths; the Cross teaches 
the value of an immortal soul. Beneath the Cross, the true Christian 
will shudder at the evil of sin and eternal perdition. In the Cross, 
the true Christian will find courage to bring sacrifices and to suffer 
in order to gain heaven. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that faithful Christians long for 
the revelations of the sufferings of Christ. Yes, impelled by a holy 
reverence, they yearn to penetrate deeper and deeper into the mysteries 
of Christ. Once, during Lent, while contemplating the sufferings of 
Christ on Mt. Alverno, St. Francis of Assisi implored our Savior: 
“Permit me to behold the greatness of Thy sufferings and the greatness 
of Thy love!” Our Crucified Savior thereupon appeared to him and 
impressed upon him the marks of His holy Wounds,* thus allowing 
Francis to suffer with Him. Holy reverence for the sufferings of 
Christ once urged thousands, yes, hundreds of thousands of devout 
Christians to enlist in the Crusades and journey to Palestine amid 
indescribable difficulties and sacrifices, to rescue the holy places from 


*These exterior wounds were only visible manifestations of the love 
for Christ’s Passion which had long burned in the heart of St. Francis. 
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the Mohammedans. This holy reverence for the sufferings of Christ 
today draws many travelers to Limpias. And this same holy reverence 
awakens in many hundreds of thousands of faithful Christians the 
desire to journey to Konnersreuth to penetrate more deeply into the 
magnitude of Christ’s sufferings and realize more fully the depths of 
His boundless love as manifested in His Passion. What one may 
behold there is related in the following pages. Interwoven with the 
descriptions are practical applications which follow as a natural con- 
sequence — yes, which will unfailingly force themselves upon anyone 
having the least good will. 


The First Meeting 


In addition to a number of priests, there were also some lay per- 
sons, who on a Thursday in August, 1928, arrived by railroad at 
Waldsassen and from thence repaired to Konnersreuth.* By auto one 
can cover the distance in ten or twelve minutes. The scenery did not 
interest me; it presents nothing remarkable; besides, one’s thoughts 
are too much preoccupied with Konnersreuth. 

Konnersreuth is a plain country village with unpretentious dwell- 
ings. The church is a simple country church. Rev. P. Amadeus, a 
Cisterican Father from Mehrerau, (Tyrol), who is confessor of the 
Cisterican Nuns at Waldsassen, accompanied us and gave us much 
valuable information beforehand. 

We drove. to the rectory to present ourselves to the Rev. Father 
Naber, the parish priest. Whoever wishes to see Theresa Neumann at 
Konnersreuth must have a written permit from the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
of Ratisbon; otherwise he will not be admitted. Only a limited number 
of these permits are issued. As a result, the crowds which now visit 
Konnersreuth are small compared to those of the previous year, when, 
at least on Fridays, sometimes two or three thousand persons, if not 
four thousand, streamed through the entrance of the room in which 
they could behold the picture of suffering. 

We introduced ourselves to Rev. Father Naber, who is very kind 
and obliging and gladly gives information despite the numerous de- 
mands made upon his time. He kindly arranged for an interview. 





*Some of the persons composing the party were: a priest from 
America, a native of Schlitters in Zillertal, who was my traveling com- 
panion; Ritter v. Lama, the author, whose booklet “‘Theresa Neumann 
of Konnersreuth” is one of the best published about the stigmatic; and 
Dr. W. Mut, editor of the periodical ‘‘Rosenhain,’’ which promotes 


devotion to the Little Flower and which Theresa Neumann has read 
zealously for many years. 
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Theresa is a plain, simple person. She was dressed very plainly, 
in black, and wore a white head-shawl. Her hands, down to the fingers, 
were covered with black mittens so as to conceal the wounds. These

she did not show us until later. The wounds in her feet make walking 
dificult, though at first we did not perceive how laboriously she walked. 
Now we could speak to her; there were six of us. 

We told her about two Jesuits from Konnersreuth, who are now 
in Feldkirch. She said that soon a third would enter the novitiate 
there.

Now began our questions about the life of our Divine Savior. 
We were permitted to speak with her for almost three hours. She had 
had visitors nearly all day, she told us, and was rather tired. Now and 
then she would lean back in her chair. Theresa speaks very simply, 
partly in dialect. The images of Christ’s life which she beholds in 
vision are very vivid and she speaks of them clearly and definitely. 
She speaks quite naturally, without timidity, embarrassment or affec- 
tation. What she knows, she affirms decidedly. Sometimes she replies: 
“That I do not know,” or, “I cannot remember.” 

Our first questions were about the death of our Lord on the Cross. 
The darkness, she said, was weird, but it was not so dark as to prevent 
one from distinguishing the individual persons. At the foot of the 
Cross are the Mother of God and several other women; Magdalen is 
at the feet of the Crucified. The Cross is not very high. The feet of 
the Savior are perhaps one meter * above the ground. During the 
Crucifixion many had been standing some distance away. It made a 
deep impression when they dispersed as it grew dark. During her 
ecstasy of suffering, Theresa also sees the rock cleave between Christ 
and the thief on the left. 

Previously it had been mentioned to me that Theresa, in her 
visions, sees beneath the Cross of Christ not only those who were 
actually present, but others also. At the foot of the Cross she likewise 
beholds many different persons of all stations in life. There are no 
children among them, but there are many of the clerical state whose 
indifference pains our Lord. To be continued.
